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Internal Health Regulations. 



HEALTH OFFICE, 

Boston, Jljml 16, d. A 1831. 

The Board of Health of the town of Boston, do make 
and order, thi# the following Rules, Orders and Uegu- 
latioQs, for the preventing, removing, or destroying, of 
all Nuisances, Sources of Filth, and Causes of Sick- 
ness, within the limits of the town of Boston ; or on 
1 board any Tessels, or on any Island, in the Harbour 

of Boston, shall continue in force and be obeyed by all 
persons, until changed, altered or repealed by this 
Board, or by some succeeding Board of Health. — viz. 

House Dirty 8^c. 

JxrieLM 'ist* No person or persons, shall be allowed to throw 

•r bring into any street. )>quare, lane of alley, any bouse dirt, 

^ filth, or sweepings of any kind, or ady decayed vegetables or 

dead animal substance. But ail sqab house dirt, filth, sweepings, 

l| €r vegetable or animal substance^ snail be deposited in such ves- 

m^hf as will not contain liquids, and kept in some convenient 

dttuatioD for the drivers of the Scavengers' carts, or such other 

persons, as the Board of Health, may from time to time, license 

and appointy to take away. And no person shall be allowed to 

' ci«t any dead animals, vegetable substances, or sweepings of any 

!• viHsels, into any of the docks, the Mill Pond, or any other place 

between the channel and the bhore ; nor to land tfte aame, or any 

foui or infected ballast^ or ottier subatance, on any wharf or iaad- 
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ing place, within the towD. And a»j (lead animal thrown into 
the channel; shall have a sufficient weight affixed to it^ to pro* 
vent its fioatibg to the shore. 

Removal of Bxrt^ ^c. 

Aktxole 2d. Whenever anj quantity of diftySaw-dnst, soot, 
ohavings, straw, hair, anffeoal or vegetable substance, or filth of 
any kind, shall be found in vjij cellar, yard or other premiseSf 
or be thrown into any street, square, lane or alley, the owner or 
occupier of such cellar, yord or otlier premises where found ; or 
the owner or occupier of the premises from whence such dirt» 
saw-dust, &c. ha# been removed, «hall cause the same to4)e car- 
ried away at his or her expense, within four hours after notifi- 
cation, in writing from this Board. And all carti^ or wag- 
gons, employed in the carting earth, clay, sand or dirt of any 
kind, shall have and use good and sufficient fore and hind boards, 
and otherwise sufficiently tight to prevent the said earth, sand, • 
clay or dirt, from dropping in the streets, through which thej 
may pass« 

Waste Water. 

Article 3d. Tlie owner or occupiers of houses, builc^gs or 
iands, shall cause all waste water from their premises to be con- 
veyed from their cellars, yards, sinks^ pumps and vacant landS) 
through drains under ground, to common sewers ; or to such 
reservoirs sunk under graund to receive the same, as a co|&» 
fnittee of this Board shall approbate. ^ 

ARTICLE IV. ^ 

VauUsj Privies^ S^c. 

Seot; X. The owners of Vaults or Privies, and the occupier 
of the house or houses, store or buildings, to which they belong, 
or are attached, shall not permit the contents of such Vaults or 
Privies to rise within two feet of the surface of the earth. 

Seo. 2. Every owner, occupier or person, who improves any 
Vault or Privy in the town of Boston, shall constantly keep the 
same Vault or Privy boxed or made iight, so that the contents 
tliereof shall not escape from such Vault or Privy into the cellar, 
or 00 to the land of uny other person, or into, or on any other 
land, any street, lane or alley in the town of Boston, or on any 
land belonging to said town of Boston, or any Corporation. 

Sko. 3. No Vault or Privy in the towy of Boston, shall be 
emptied at sluj time without a permit from this Board, and by 
pei^QS authorised by this Board for that purpose. 
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4 Jfirteniaf BkaJUHk Regulations. 

Sfid. 4. Th« rules and regulations respecting the eiaptyiHg^ 
nf all Vattlts or Privies in the town of Boston^ shall be the fol- 
lowing, viz : Firsty No Privy or Vault shall be emptied in part 
or in whole^ or the contents thereof conveyed out of the town 
of Boston, during the months of June, July and August, without 
a special permit therefor from this Board. 

Secondly — No Privy or Vault shall be emptied id whofe or in 
part, at any season of the year, except between the hours of lO 
o'clock at night, and 6' o'clock in the morning, in the months of 
October, November, March and April ; and between flie hburs of 
lOo*clock at night and 5 o^clock in t>*e morning, in the ihotitha 
of September and May, aiHi between the hours of 10 o^clock at 
night, iind 7 O'clock in the morning in the moifths of December,, 
January and February. Nor shall the contents of any Vault or 
Privy be suffered to remain in any cart, waggon, or other convey- % 
ance, in any street, 1 an e^ alley, or other place, within the limils of 
the town of Boston, at any. time of day or night, except within 
the hours before allowed for em ptyi|)g Vaults or Privies, withoat 
^ a special permit from this Board. 

Thirdly — The contents of all Vaults and Privies shall be con- 
veyed out of town in tight covered carts or waggons, and the per- 
sons conveying the sanve. together with the person or persons who 
own such carts or waggons* and all others interested in the con- 
tents «Df said Vaults and Privies, and in such carts or wag- 
gons, shall be obliged to remove and cleanse ail nuisances, occa- 
sioned by the removal of the contents of all Vaults and Privies 
as aforesaid. 

Fourthly ^-^hW persons who apply and contract to empty and 
remove the cotitt nts of Vaults and Privies in any Ward or section 
of the town of Boston, aforesaid, shall, before they have a per- 
mit from the Board to do the same, give bond to the Treasurer 
of this Board for the time being, on condition, to empty all Vaults 
and Privies within the ward or section for which he contracts, at 
the tifVes and according to the regulations established by this 
^oard as aforesaid. 
' Fifthly^^Evfiry person who wishes his vault or privy emptied, 
shall apply at the Health Office and cause the same to be register- 
ed in a book to be kept (or that purpose, thereto annexing the 
number of days within which he wishes the same to be done, so 
that the persons contracting to empty vaults, may kno^v where 
they are situated and when they are to be emptied. 

Sec. 5- All carts, waggons or other vehicles employed for emp- 
iying vaults or privies, shall first be Approbated lysome member 
oif the Boaid of Health, before the same are used for that purpose, 
and constantly have the owner's name, in large legible letters, 
painted thereon. ' • 

Seo. 6. No content^.of any vault or privy shall be emptied 
into any dock, or on any place \Yithin the limits of the town of 
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Boston^ without a special permit therefor, first obtaioed of this 
Board. • 

Seo. 7. Persons emptying vaults or privies, or any contractor 
or persons permitted to empty the same by this Board, shall in 
tie case charge or receive of the owner or occupier of such vaults 
or privies, # of any other person, a greater sum than three cents 
per cubic^footy for the contents of such vault or privy so emptied 
as aforesaid. 

ARTICLE V. 

Stables, and Stable Manure. 

The owners or occupiers of livery and other stablesy shall not 
permit more than two cart-loads of manure to accumulate ^nd re- 
main in or near their stables, 'at any one time, between the first 
dajT of May and the first day of November, and shall keep their 
stables and stable yards clean and decent. 

ARTICLE vr. ' ^ 

Market Stalls. * 

Persons occupying stalls in Faneuil Hall, Boylston, or Park- 
man's Market Houses, or the Market Place and Dock Square, 
^hall daily, in the morning, during the months of June, Julj^ 
August, September and October, wash oir (^ieanse their respectiye 
stalls — they shall not permit any heads, feet or offals of dead ani- 
mal^, or vegetables of any kind« to remain in or about their stalls, 
over night. They shall take up and remove the platforms of 
their respective Stalls on the first day of June, and shall not re* 
place them until the first day of iXovember ensuing; during 
which period, mei'ts of any kind shall not be exposed in the mar- 
kets or any other place within the town, except in the stalls, 
carts or other vehicles which shall be covered from the rays of 
the sun : nor expose for sale any mutton, or iamb, with tlie feet 
on the samei / 

ARTICLE VIL • " 

Damaf^ei Grain, Rice and Coffee. 

Mo person shall be allowed to land on any wharf, or put on 
shore, from any boat or vessel, or bring into town by land, any 
damaged grain, rice or coffee, without a permit from this Board. 



Swine and Goats. 

Art. 8. Swiae and goats $halt not be kept within the limits 
of this town W,any person, without a license from this Board, 
and in such place and manner, as the Board shall approve.

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. Freak FisL 
Art. 9. All fish, before brought into this town* shall iirst be 
gutted aiid the fish made clei^n. Fresh fish (excepting suc^* as 
are named in the succeeding article) shall not be offered (or sale 
between the 1st day of June and the Int day of Oc^her, unless 
ke|lt in covered stalls, fish boxes or other houses, situated over the 
salt water — and fresh fish offered for sale in the streets! after the 
1st day of October and before the 1st day of June annually^ shall 
be kept clean in covered carts, barrow^ &c. * 

Salmon and Small Fish. 

Art. 10. Salmon, Shad, Bass, Mackarel,' Taotog, Eels, 
Flounders^ Tomcods, Smelts and other small fish, itiay be sold» 
at all times^ in any part of the town, provided they be kept secure 
from the rays of the sun 5 but venders thereof will be held re- 
sponsible for any nuisance created thereby. Provided, however, 
that Salmon and Bass, brought to town by sea, may be sold arid 
landed therein, when cleansed of their entrails: which entrails are 
tabe kept on beard in tig'it vessels, and removed heyond low 
water mark, all every time of high water— and that no person 
take a.stand in or near Faneuii Hall Market for the sale of such 
fish, as are allowed by this article, but at the North side of said 
Market House, at the place provided by the Clerk of said morket 
for that purpose, or at such other place or places, as this Board 
may from time to time license and appoint. 

And whereas sick persons are much distressed by the practice 
of blowing horns, trumpets and other wino Instruments by fisher* 
men and others, to call the attention of the people to their occu<* 
patrons and business, and the sjime ts injurious to the health of 
the inlirabitants j therefore, Orrfer«4, That horns, trumpets and 
«ther wind instruments, shall not be blown or sounded by any 
fisherman ar any person, to the injury or disturbance of any sick 
fcrson. 

Oyaters. 
Art. 11| J!)ysters sballnut be offered for sale within the 
bmits of the'own, between the 5th day of July and Ist day of 
September. 

Feathers, Hags, 8^e. 
Akt. 12. Feathers, old and new, shall not be landed, or 
lirought within the limits of the town, between the 1st day of 
Blay and the 1st day of November, without a permit from this 
Office, after a previous examination by the person authorized by 
this Beard. And feather and other beds, bedding, clothing or 
rags, shall net belauded or brought into this town, from any 
placey where any contaslous disease doth pr hji^ recently pre- 
pailedy unlets, by spedal permission of this Boani. Nor saall 
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^VJ clothing or other article, which contains^ or is infected witU 
inj*di6ea8e9 which may communicate aiy diaorder to any per* 
flon, be landed or brought within the town of BostoOi without * 
special permit from this Board. 

Art. 13. All persons having any complaint to make^ re- 
specting any nuisance, or wishing to give any information rela- 
tive to nny subject respecting the execution of the duties of the 
Board of Healthy will make and render the same, at the Health 
Office, Faneuil Hall, to the Secretary, or some officer or member 
of said Board. 

Street Dirty kc. 
Art. 14. No person shall convey, in any manner, througli any 
street^ lane or alley o^ the town of Boston, or out of the lii{iits of 
the town of Boston,any stref t dirt, or manure, fy any house dirt, 
filth or sweepings of any kind, or any decayed vegetable or dead 
animal substance, without a license or permit from some member 
of this Board, and in such caits, wa^;on9 or other vehicles, as 
are previously approbated bv some mettiber of this Board for that 
purpose, and such as have the name of the owner thereof painted 
in large legible letters thereon, excepting such street dirt and 
manure, as the Selectmen of the town of Boston, have or slialli 
license or permit. 

Removal of Filthy kc. 

Art, 15. The Board of Health of the Town of Boston, will 
from time to time, grant permits, to suitable persons, applying 
1herefor,"to remov any or all the street dirt, manure and other 
filth named in the last aforesaid article, from any Ward or part* 
of Wards in the town of Boston, on- condition, the same is re- 
«ove<l agreeable to the rules, orders and reguiutious ol said 
Board. 

These Regulations, in addition to those enumerated by the 
Act empowering the town of Boston to choose a Board of Health, 
and other laws relating' to said Board, being essential to the pre* 
servation of the health ol the town, it is the determination of the 
Board of Health, most rigidly to enforce their execution and to 
prosecute all violators. And", as heavy penalties are by law at- 
tached to the breach of any or either of them, the said Board sc- 
quest their constituents to cause these n^gulations to be maile 
known to all person under their direction and read to their do- 
mestica; and also to as$iist the Board in their due executioM. 
Complaints of any breaches thereof, or any neglect or inatten- 
tion, in uny person employed or licensed by the Board, arc soli- 
cited ; and those who complain may rely on all proper secrecy.

Police of Burying Grounds. 

HEALTH OFFICE, 

Boston, dpril 16, .i. D. (821. 

Ovdered, That the following Rul^ and Regulations 
for the Interaent of the Dead tin the Town of Boston, 
for Funerals and Funel-al Processions in said town, 
for the Police of Jurying Grounds in said town, and 
the folldtving Penalties and Fees respecting the same, 
be, and the same arc herehy fixed and established by 
the Board of Healtli of the Town of Boston. 

ARTICLE I. 

Police of the Burying Grounds and Cempteries. 

Sect. 1. To execute the Police of the Burjing Grounds and 
^Cemeteries, there shalt be one Superintendant elected by ballot^ 
'who, on acceptance of the trust, shall give satisfactory bunds for 
th6 fai'thful performance of the duties required, and whose juris-, 
diction dhall extend to all the Burjing Grounds and Cemeterieg 
Hfithin the town, and his Of&ce $»hali be kept in the east corner of 
Faneuil Hall Market-House. It shall be the duty of the Super- 
intendant to keep the fences, walls and gates of the respective* 
Grounds and Cemeteries in complete repair, and properlj secur- 
ed bj locks and bolts ; to point out the place, depth and width of 
every grave to be dug therein ; to cause the graves to be dug in 
exact ranges parallel with, and as near to each other as may be; 
and to see that the graves be so filled and elevated, and the turf 
replaced, that water may not stagnate thereon : — To cause the 
tombs opened in the respective Cemeteries, between the Ut of 
July and the 30th of September, to be close': and pointed vith 
lime, within twenty-four hours after the deposit of bodies therein ; 
and to direct the Wardens of the several Churches, to which 
Cemeteries belong, to cause at least three bushels <»f good stone 
lime to be slacked therein on the 1st and 15th days of July, Au- 
gust, and September: — To record in a book to be kept for that 
purpose, the name, age and sex of each person, interred : tlie 
family to which the deceased belonged ^ the disease or cause of 
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death ; and whether citizen or stranger : the time when isterr^d ; 
the number of the grave^ and the numbeiiof the range where ^o 
ried, or the tomb where deposited. 

Seot* £. Tlie Superintendant shall permit (he famifrof any 

g^rsOn hereafter buried in any grave in the North and South 
uml Grounds, to place within 1^ months after the burial ot 
such person, a stone of the following dimensions, viz<-^length 
4ifeet, breadth I foot 10 inches^ thickness Scinches, having Uie 
person's name and age, the number of the grave, and the number 
of the range cut thereon, placed perpendicular 6 inches from the 
head of the grave, and settled in the earth 18 inches from a level 
surface i Which, being recorded by the Superrntendant, such grave 
jshall be reserved for the use of the same family for 20 years ; and 
graves may be re-opened tor members of the same family, provid- 
ed the top of any coffin put therein, be not within three feet of 
the surface of theground;^ The bottom of the first coffin buried 
in any grave in the North Burying Ground shall be at least ei|^t 
feet from the surface of the ground ,- and the bottom pf the first 
cofiin buried in any grave in the South Burying Ground, shall be 
at least sil feet sh inches from the surface of uie ground. 

Sect. 3. A new«ange of graves shall not be commenced until 
the preceding range is entirely taken up by the deposit of a bodj 
er bodies in each grave. 

Sect. 4. A qorpse shall not be deposited for a temporary pur* 
pose^ia any of the Public; Vaults^ without the license of this Board. 
Sect. 5. When a corpse shall be deposited in any of the Public 
Vaults, the same shall be afterwards removed and interred, agree- 
ably to the regulations of the Board, and in the manner and tim^. 
expressed in a liiKense of the Board for said deposit. And for 
a taithful esecution of the same, every person concerned in said 
deposit, removal arid interment, shall severally be responsible. 

bEct. 6. When a corpse is deposited in a Public Vault, in addi- 
tion to the Superintendaat's fees, there shall be paid to the use of 
the Town one dollar for^^ch adult, and jft/Vy cents for each child^ 
to be collecte.d by the Superintendant. 

Sect, Y. The Superintendant shall, on the Monday of eftcli 
week, make ^ return to the Health-Office^ of the persons interred 
in the Grounds and Cemeteries in his care ; which return shall 
comprise a copy of all the particulars required to be recorded bj 
the first section of tliese Regulations ; that from such returna 
this Board, from time to time, may publish Bills of Mortality for 
the town. ^ * 

' Sect. 8. That if any person should be. desirous to Ixmove out 
of town the body of a deceased friend for interment, it m^ be 
lawful so to do, gn application to the Superintendant of tfurial 
Grounds, he to attend the time and place of removal ; provided 
no cause should appear, to withhold the permission :— -The ap^ 

licant subject to pay the Superintendant twenty-jiye cents for 

is attendance. 

> ARTICLE II. Funeral Cars. 

SBer. 1. iTie Funeral Cars shall be under the earfe of th« 
B 
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SttperinieDdanty and shall be deposited for safe keeping in pTace» 
provided therefor. It shall be the duty of the Superintendant, tO' 
Ke^p them clean and if good repair, he having the approbation 
of the Burjing Ground Committee ^ and only permit Funeral Un- 
dertakers* licensed by this Board, to use the same, on the pay- 
ment of the fee estaUished by these Regufations. The Superia- 
tendant to account monthly to the Treasurer of this Board for 
such fees* 

ARTICLE III,— Funeral Pndetiajcers. 

Sect* 1. A sufficient number of Funeral Undertakers shall 
be appointed and ticenjied by this Board, who shall be responsible 
for the decent, orderfy and faithfal management of the Funerals 
undertaken by them : and for a strict compliance with these Re- 
gulations. Each Undertaker may employ sobe^ and discreet 
Porters to assist him ; and shall be accountable to this Board for 
their conduct. — Persons not licensed as Uudertakers, are {forbid 
the undertaking of any Funeral, under penalty of twenty dollars 
for each offence. 

ARTICLE iy.~FuneraIs, Sfc. 

^EOT. T. All Funerals shall be between, sun -rising and sun- 
setting, except when otherwise ordered by this Board, in casesr 
of the prevalence of contagious and malignanf diseases, and shall 
pass through o^ iiito at least one principal sireet. No bell in the 
town of I^ston shall be tolled at any funeral, without a speciaf 
permit from some member of the Board of Health. The corpse 
of every person over ten>years of age, shall be conveyed to the- 
grave or tomb in a Funeral Car, to be drawn by not more thaa. 
two horses : Provided however, That on an extraordinary oeca- 
sion permission may be obtained of this Board,.^on regular appli- 
cation, to dispense with any of the rules contained in this article. 

Sect. 2. The Superintendant shall designate suitable places 
in the Burying Grounds, for the burial of people of colour, under 
the direction of this Board. 

ARTICLE V,— Fines, ^c. 

Sect. 1. If the Superintendant shaft violate any 0r either of 
these Regulatious, he shall, on conviction, forfeit and phj a. fine 
of Jifty dollars. If an Undertaker shall violate any.or either ot 
these Regulations, he shall, on conviction, forfeit and pay ^ fine 
of thirty dollars ; and if any other person or persons shall vio- 
late or transgress them, he or they shall, on conviction, forfeit 
and pay a fine ^f twenty dollars. 

Srct. 2. The Superintendant, Funeral Undertakers and 
Porters shall at all times be removable at the pleasure of this 
Board. 

ARTICLE VI.— Fees, ^c. 

Sect 1. There shall be collected and paid for services in the 
execution of these Regqlatisoiis, the following fees» viz. 

For the Superintendant — For each grave dug, fifty-five cents, 
'except for sucli persons as are buried at the expense of the town. 
Y&r each tomb or public vault opened, 75 cents* For the record 
of each person buried or entombed, twenty-five ^ents. For tht 
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>iifle of the cac at each funeral^ two dollars $ and ihe same witk 
the f^s for graves, tombs, and public vaults, to be <A>llected from 
th« families of the persons interred. The recording feea to be 
paid monthly by tbe Board Of Health. 

Fees for Undertakers. — For digging a f rave 8 feet deep, and 
covering the same, two dollars and fifty cents ; for one 6 feet 6 
inches d^ep, one dollar and fifty cents ; for one 5 feet deep, one 
-doljar snd t\venty*five cents, and for i^feet deep one dollar. For 
iOpening and closing a tomb, seventy-five cents. For service at 
the house of a person deceased, in collecting and retuining chairs 
and other attendance, one dollar ; for every family notified by 
request, five cents; for tolling a bell, fifty cents; for placing a 
eorpse in coffin when requested, an4 removing down stairs, one 
dollar ; for the use of one horse in the car, and leader, one doU 
Jarand fifty cents ; and each additronal horse, seventy-five cents ; 
for ^arrjing a corpse from the house te the car, and from the car 
to the grave, tomb or vault, and placing the same therein, and 
closing the same, including the assistance funeral Porters, three 
dollars : and the same fees shall be allowed and paid in all casea 
of removijfig a corpse from ;any public vau(tr ft>^<^ j-eburying or en- 
tombing the same^ as are allowed and paid for -burying or en* 
tombing a corpse in any grave, vault or tomb, as aforesaid. 

Srct. 2. When a corpse is carried into a church, the Fune- 
ral Undertaker may make an additional charge of two dollars ; 
f nd whenever the ground shall be* frozen, the charge of digging, 
graves may be augmented at the discretion of this Board. 

Sect, 3. For burial of children under ten years of age, viz. 
Bigging a grave 3| feet deep, seventy-five cents ; for service at 
the house, one dollar; tolling bell, fifty cents; carrying the 
corpse to the carriage, and from the ci^rriage to the place of de- 
posit, fifty cents ; for the use of a pall, twenty -five cents. 

Sect. 4. it«hall be the duty of the several Undertakers, and 
«ach of them, to settle with, and pay over monthly to the Saper- 
intendant the fees provided for in the first sectiou of this article. 
. Sect. 5. And whenever any corpse is deposited in any tomb 
in the South Boston Cemetary, there shall be paid the sum of one 
dollar and twenty*five cents, fifty cents of the same to the Super- 
intendant, fifty cents of the same to the Undertaker who entombs 
the corpse, and twenty-five cents of the same to tl>e use of the 
town ot Boston, in lieu of the fees aforesaid to the Superintendant 
and Undertaker, for opening and closing a tomb. 

ARTICLE VI r — Burying Grounds. 

Seot. 1. The Central, Chapel and Granary Burying Grounds 
afe closed so far, that no graves shall be opened or dug^ oof 
tombs built therein, until the further order ot this Board. 

Seo. 2. The old part of the North Burying Ground is also 
closed so far, that no graves shall be opened or ^ug therein. 
Persons may have leave to erect tombs in the new part of the 
North Burying Ground, and the. South Burying Ground, under 
the direction, and on the conditions prescribed by this ikoard. 
Bu order (^ihe Board of Healthy

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Quarantine Regulations.^

The Board of Health of the Town of Boston, do 
hereby establish and regulate the Quarantine to be 
performed by all ressels arriving within the harbour 
of the town of Boston^ and do establish, make aad or- 
dain the following Orders, Rules and Regulations, re^ 
lating to said ^uarantiiia; the same, In the opinion of 
aaid Board, being necessary for the safety of the pub- 
lie, and the security of tlie health of the inhabitants of 
the said town of Boston ; and the same are to be obey- 
ed by all persons, and $hall t:onti uue to be in force, un- 
til the aaine are altered or repealed by this Board, or 
by somt wcceeding Board of Health, viz* 
ARTICLE I. 
^mrantine of Vessels. 
Sect. 1. Od and after the tweniieth daj of May^ annually^ 
and until the twentieth day of October, in each year, a quaran- 
tine shall be had of all vessels, their officers, crews, passengers 
and cargoes, that conie within the liarbour of Boston^ which are 
from or nave touched at any port or place within the tropics, or 
from any of the West India Islands, or from any of the British 
provinces in North America, having arrived there from any of the 
places herein mentioned, or any port or place where contagious 
sickness doth or hath recently prevailed — of ail vesseU on board 
of which any person shall have died of any disease, or been sick 
during their homeward passage, excepting vessels coming from 
lilaces beyond the Cape of Good Bope^ where no contagious or 
malignant disease was known to be prevalent previous to their de- 
partufe— -or from the Islandsof 5t. JETe^enaor ^^cension. 

Sect. 2. The quarantine above directed, shall be had near 
Mainsfori Island, under the direction of the Principal or Assist- 
ant Physician, and other officers of this Board, and shall con- 
tinue on every vessel which has had iwenty-twi or a less number 
of days passage, until' she shall have maderup f ir^nfyjflve days 
£foni the day she left her las^ port ; ami on each vessel whieh has 
had tweniy'ihree or more days passage^ seventy4w6 hours^ in ad- 
dition to such passage. And on every vessel, on board which, 
during her homeward passage, any person shall have died (ex* 
ceptins from accident or casualty) the i^uarantine shall be ex* 
tended to 25 days from the last death. And no vessel shall ba 
tonsidered as having commenced quarantine, until she shall 
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}iave anchored in her proper station on cjuarantine grountl, as 
directed by the Principal or Assistant Physicii^iny or other officers 
ofthis^oard. 

Sect. S The masters, officers, crews and passengers of all 
Ttssels when on onarantine, shall he subject to the ^gnlations 
«f this Board, ana such others as maj he adopted by th/e Princi- 
^l or Assistant Physician ;, and the roaster of each vessel shall 
tie accountable for the appearance on board his vessel, at the 
time slie shall be discharged from quarantine, of ail and every 
person who arrived in her, or who may have been landed from 
fier in any port of the United States^ or put on board any vessel, 
faring her homeward passage, cases t>( death excepted. 

Sect. 4. In extraordinary cases, the Committee on Quaran- 
tine is authorized to direct the above period of qtf^rantioe to b^ 
prolonged. ^ 

Sect. 5, Vessels not otheririse suh|ect to quarantin^having 
«nly Bmall-Tox oh hoard, may be dischat^ed whenever the Prin-. 
cipat or Assistant Physician, or Committee on Quarantine shall 
. consider them free from infection. 

Sect. 6. £verj master of a vessel shall, wkhisn twenty -four 
])Ours after being discharged from quarantine, deliver at the 
Beaith Office in Faneuil Hall, the certiticates and flags he shall 
have received from the Principal or Assistant Physician^ or 
Istand-Keeper, and shall^ on paying the sum of ten doHarsy re^^ 
ceive a counter certificate from the Secretary of tins Board , to 
entitle his v^sel to entry afthe Custom-House. 

Sect* 7. When any vessel has been quarantined, examined 
^nd attended, and the master is desirous of leaving the ground, 
with his vessel, for any other port, lie shall, previous to his re- 
ceiving his certificate of discharge, pay to^the Principal or As- 
sistant Pbyslcian the e<4tabrisbed tees. 

Sect. B. Puring the time a vessel shall be on quarantine, on 
apfrfication made to this Board to permit the unloading and con- 
veyance to town of any wine, rum, spirits, salt, sugar, mblasses, 
mah<^ny, dye-woodsn tobaccOi preserved or other fruits, and 
^such other articles as shall be declared incapable of receiving or 
conveying infection, and when , permission to unload the same 
shall hav« been obtained from the Custom House, it shallfbe 
lawful foi*t|iie Committee on Quarantine to authorize the Princi- 
pal or Assistant Physician of this Board, to permit such articles 
to be unla^n from any vessel on quarantine, and the same to be 
cbnveyed to town by Lightermen duly licensed by them for that 
purpo8e*-and the Principal or Assistant Physician shall grant a 
certificate thereof, to be deposited in the Health-Office, for which 
35 cents shall be paid \ and the lighters to be ernployed in the 
transportation of such uninfected articles, shall, when unemploy- 
ed« be anchored off the south-east part of Rain$f<yrd Island ; and 
the lightermen employed therein, shall not bQ permitted to land 
in town, without the permission of the Principal or Assistant 
Physician, or th^Committea on Quarantiae. 
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I4y Quarantine Regulations, 

ARTICLR IL 
Mediterranean Veaseh. 
SxcT. 1. ETer J roaster of a vessel, wfao^ oo andl after the 
twentieth daj of May annuallv, and before the twentieth daj of 
October, in tne same year, shall arrive from GibraUer^ or at any 
port or place within the Streights, shall carry and anthor hi» ves- 
•el on quarantine grouodf where she shall remain until she be ex- 
amined by the Principal or Assistant Physician, who, in concur- 
rence with the Committee on Quarantine, may permit her to pass 
if it appears to them tha^tthe public health wiU not be endanger- 
ed thereby— and the master of such vessel shall receive a coun- 
ter certiiicate from the Secretary of this Board, to entitle his ve»- 
ik1 to entry a|» the Custom House, on his paying him the sum of 
five dollars. 

^ ARTICLE in. 

Vessels to he Reported. 
Sect 1. The masters of a\\ vessels, which, on and after the 
twentieth day ef May annually, and before the twcntietli day of • 
October in the fefh^ y«ar, shall arrive from any port or place not 
subject to quarantine, shall, previous to entry at the Cui^tom 
House, make report to the Health-Office, in Faneuil Hail, of the 
fltate and condition of their crews, passengers and cargoes, and 
of all other circumstances which may concern the public health. 
If found to be from a port free of contagious disease, the master 
of each vessel shall receive a certificate to permit the entry of 
such vessel at the Custom House, for which 25 cents shall be 
paid ; if otherwise, the vessel, crew and passengers shall be aeift 
toRainsford Mandj on quarantine. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Vessels from Out- Ports* 
Sect. U Every vessel which shall arrive, and enter at any 
out-port, from any of the ports or places mentioned In the first 
article of these Regulations, and shall afterwards come to this 
port, shall be subject to quara%jtine, unless the master produces 
at the Health-Office a correct certificate from tli« Board of Health 
or Selectmen of such out-port, that such vessel has been at least 
• twenty-five days from such ports or places; that during that 
time no person has died (excepting by accident or cadualty) or 
been sick on board ; and that such vessel has been duly examin- 
ed, and thoroughly purified or clensed. 

ARTICLE V. 

Infected Vessels* 
Sect. l. All vessels from any port or place whatever, having 
on their homeward passage had one or more persons sick on 
board, shall, at all seasons of the year be liable to perform quar- 
antinci if, in ths opinion of the Principal or Assistant Physician^ 
or Committee on Quarantine, it shall be necessarf . 
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ARTICLE VI. ^ 

The Duty and Vower of the Principal Physician^ and 
Assistant Physician. 
Sjbot. X\ It shall be the duty of the Principal Physician of 
this Hoard, (when no Assistant Physician resides on Rainsford 
Island J to visit Bainsford Island whenever th« Committee on 
Quaranftine shalt direct He shall direct in what manner vessels 
are to be cleatised ; what articles shsrif be landed, washed, buri- 
ed, or destroyed He shall order the sick to be liEinded, if neces- 
sary ; shah attend all the sick on said Island, prescribe according 
to his bef^t skill and judgment to their relief, and find all medi- 
cine. He shall be allowed to charge each sick person for sucK 
attendance, provided his charge does not exceed threee dollars' 
for common cases ^ but he may increase the charge for extraor- 
dinary cases, deemed such by the Committee od Quarantine ; 
and he shall report, at least o^ce a week, the names of such ^ick 
persons under his care at the Island, the length of time they have 
been confined there ; and, when discharged, shall immediately 
present his accouotfor attendance to the Committee on Quarantine, 
a record of which shall be entered on the Journal kept by that Com- 
mittee. He shall direct the Pilots where to anchor vessels^ and 
they are hereby required to obej his directions. He shall deliver 
to the master of each vessel arriving on quarantine, a copy dt' the 
Quarantine Regulations of this Board. He i^ay establish rules and 
regulations for the preservation of good order on the Island, to 
promote the designs of quarantine, such rules and regulations 
beiflg under the control of this Board. He shall from time to ^ 

time report to the Board the state of vessels on quarantine. He 9 

shall grant a certificate of discharge to each vessel having duly 
performed quarantine ; and generally it shall be his duty to do and 
perform all things necessary to carry the Regulations of Quaran« 
tine into complete effect. And when an Assistant Physician shalf 
reside on said Rainsford I&land, all the duties and powers of the. 
Principal Phrvsician contained in this article, shall devolve up- 
on, aitd may be executed by such Assistatit Physician. 

; ARTICLE VII. 

The Secvetavy^s^^uaranline Duty. 
Sect. K The Secretary of tftis Boiird shall receive the Prinw 
cipat or Assistant Physician's certificates of discharge ^ishail give 
counter certificates to entitle* such vessels to entry iitf the Custom 
Hou8e> receive the fees required &r such certificates and all oth- 
er fees, and the same pay to this Treasurer. He shall make the 
necessary enquiries of aW masters of vessels, reporting at thift 
office ; shall note the same ; and shall receive and communicate 
at every meetiug of this Boird, the reports* received frem the 
Islands. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 

The Island Keeper^s Duty. 

Sbot. 1. The Island Keeper or his Aaeistants shall attend the 
purification of all vessels, clothing, bedding, persons, &c. at 
quarantine, agreeably to the directions of the Principal or Assi^ 
taht Physician ; shall board and attend the sick, and find nurses ; 
and shall be allowed not exceeding the sum of five dollars each 
week, for the board and nursing each &ick person at the Island ; 
to be collected ks the fees ct the Principal or Assistant Physician 
are by law collected or assumed ; and shall employ two persons 
to ply the Island boat during the time a general <|uarantine is re- 
quired 5 who shall be subject to the orders of the Committee on 
Quarantine^ and shall communicate to the Realth-OfBce informa- 
tion of the arrival of vessels at the Island, as they occur ; and of 
any event which may require the attendance of the Principal or 
Assii^tant Physician at the Island; shall carry supplies td vessels 
on quarantine, when, delivered oft board the boat, and shall be 
held to conform to all the directions of this Board. 

Sf.ot. 2. In the absence of the Principal and Assistant Phy- 
sician, the Island Keeper or his Assistant are charge<i with the 
police of the Island, agreeably to the laws and rules thereof. 

Sect. S. Ordered^ That skins, furs, rags, bair^ carpets, and 
all woollen goods, and feathers, arriving at this port from places 
within the fetreights of Gibralter,on the Coast of Africa, and also 
within the dominions of the Emperor of Morocco, the Grecian 
Islands in the Archipelago, and Smyrna, shall not be landed in 
this town, fir be permitted to be removed from the vessels in 
which they are brought, until the same have been examined by the 
Principal or Assistant Physiciai> of this Board, and purified in 
such manner, as sajd Physicians, and the Committee on Quaran- 
tine, shall direct ; and a permit to land and dispose of said arti- 
cles, shall have been granted by said Coatmittee on Quarantine. 

ARTICLE IX. 
Srot. 1. No person not on quarantine shall be allowed to 
visit Rainsford Island, during the time of quarantine, without 
producing a permit from the Secretary of this Board, for which. 
25 cents shall be paid for each person ; but no certificates shall be 
valid, unless presented within UK^uty-four huurs from the date 
thereof* 

^ ARTICLE X. 

Sect. 1. Tflie Board of Health may dispense with any or all 
the aforesaki Orders, Rules and Regulations relative to Quaran- 
tine, upon such conditions and under such circumstances as said 
Board, or the Committee on Quarantine, in any particular case, 
may think proper, cSnsistcnt with the public safety.
